I N the laft year Mr. Dejtnfdn /, having formed a defign of going to refide in his 
native country, and confequently of difpofing of his pi&ures, fent she firft part 
of his collection to be fold by auction at Mr. Chriftie’s rooms; refolving to 
bring the remainder forward as foon as poifible. But the feafon being then far 
advanced, when moft of the Amateurs were gone into the country, and other cir- 
cumftances concurring * at the time of the fale *> prevent much company from 
attending, his friends advifed him to poftpone the further fale of his collection to 
the prefent year. By the very honourable coaduCt of Mr. Cbrijltt , fome pictures 
of value, which were on the point of being fold at the greateft lofs, were referved, 
and are annexed to the prefent collection, which is now offered to the Public, and 
which has been confiderably enriched fince that time by the addition of fome 
valuable pictures of the Venetian , Dutch , and EngUJh fchools; from the Barbarini 
palace, from the cabinet of a French Nobleman, and from the collection of the 
late Earl of Scarborough . Thefe, joined to the rare productions of the pencil, 
which were before in the poffefhon of Mt. Defcnfans , form an affemblage of works 
in this fpecies of art, fuperior to any that has ever been offered to fale in this 
country. And whether Mr. Defenfam continues in England , as he is himfelf in T 
t lined, and is follicited by his family and friends, or fixes his refidencc abroad, 
he is equally determined to part with his piCture?, in which the greateft part of 
his fortune is veiled.

rate, and are known to have been fo obtained, Fie cannot therefore deceive him- 
felf altogether with the expedation of not being a lofer by fome, yet this appre- 
henfion may in fome refpeds perhaps be reafonably diminifhed, without flattering 
the country unnect filar ily, when we confider the difference of circumftances, under 
which it now prefents itfelf in point of tafte, from what has ever marked it in any 
preceding period of time. 


Not more than half a century ago, the faje of fo coftly a cojj^dion 
as the prefent, would, ift all probability, have been attended witjr*n immenfe lofs 
to the perfon who ffiould have formed it at any thing like the expence it has coft 
its prefent poflefTor, for though there were then in England connoifieurs who pu^ 
chafed pidures of value, their number was but exceedingly fmalh 


Indeed, a tafte for this fublime art, however coveted by the Englijh 
at any time, did not efledually develop itfelf until the reign of Henry VIII. In 
that of Charles I. it prevailed rnore generally; the celebrated Rubem and Vandycl 
were then enriching this country with the chef d'oeuvres of their art. By thefe, 
and other patronages of that Monarch, who poflefled himfelf a high tafte for the 
arts* that tafte became difTeminated through the country; and though aft: rwards it 
was exceedingly damped, by. the misfortunes that overwhelmed both the Prince and 
the people, it was never, totally extinguiftied* Perhaps it owes* in fome degree, its 
prefervation to the difpofmon for foreign travel* which is certainly meritorious in 
any people, and hath in more modern times very ftrongly attached itfelf to thofe of 
condition in Britain ; who if they did not make collections abroad, yet acquired 
there ,a tafte for the art, which was fufficient to retain fome charader to their 
country. 

But we now live in the reign of George III. by whofe acceffion to the 
throne this, and all the other arts acquired new vigour, and new Juftre. >The 
young Monarch declared himfelf their friend ; and foon gave them the moft ftriking 
proof of his royal protedion, by founding that fuperb Academy, which in fo few 
years has acquired a fplendor that will remain an immortal monument of the glory 
of his reign : for though the wife ©economy of His Majefty has fet proper limits to 
an otherwife unbounded munificence of mind, he has always (hewn that he con-. 
fiders that munificence indifpenfable to thofe improvements which are the greateft 
ornaments of an age, and do the greateft honour to the human mind; and accord¬ 
ingly the arts have invariably obtained it from his hand.

The whole kingdom hath caught the ardour of his royal example. 
This love of the arts now animates every part of it. Not in the metropolis alone; 
not in the larger cities of the kingdom ; not in the nobleman’s manfion only, do we 
meet with Statues, Pictures, Prints, or Drawings ; but in the more humble dwel¬ 
lings of the private man, and in the moft retired fituations, all thefe are to be found, 
and with thefe, the tafte that can difcover and value their excellencies. We muff 
not indeed expeCt to find every where Pictures equal to thofe in the collections of 
the Dukes of Devonjhire , Portland , Rutland and Montagu-, the Earls of Bute, 
Befborough , Hardzvicke., AJhburnbam, Exeter , Powlett , Grofvenor ; Lord Arundel oj 
JVardour , Lord Cremorne , Lord Clive \ Sir IV. IV. Wynne , Sir Thomas Dunda$ % 
Sir George Yonge ; Mr. Welbo' e Ellis ,. MefL Agar, Antrcbus , and Purling , Mr. h\ 
Smith at Clapbam , Mr. Aufrerd at Chelfea , Mr. Slade at Rochejler , Mr. Tjdruy , Mr. 
Hulfe, and Mrs. Newton ; nor Statues equal in number and value to thofe of the 
Marquis o [ Lanfdown and Mr . Town ley; nor Prints and Drawings, fuch as thofe of 
Lord Hampden and Mr. Dalton . But we may take thefe as a ftrong and agreeable 
fpecimen of national tafte, and may conclude from the great number befides, who are 
known to colleCt, that the fame tafte is univerfal. 

Unhappily one caufe ftill retards that knowledge which is fo necefiary 
to piCkire collectors. There.are Dealers who chiefly occupy their time in ftudyrng 
deceptions, by introducing copies inftead of originals. They employ neceflitous 
artifts to make thefe copies, at a low price, from the works of old matters, and 
thefe, when foiled over, varnifhed, and expofed to the fun, decorate their lhaps as 
fo many rare productions from foreign cabinets. But thefe impofitions cannot latt 
long, while there is a growing tafte in the country, and while there are among its 
Gentry fuch competent judges of the works of real matters, as the Biftiop of Peter¬ 
borough, Col. Smith, Mr. Taffaert, Capt. Bail/ie , Mr. Dalton, Mr. Udney , Mr. 
Wbitefoord , and Lord St. Afaph, young as he is, to extend their knowledge, which 
is fo eminent in themfelves, to the general clafles of fociety. 

Befides this, the Arts themfelves^ not only in their tafte, but in their 
execution, are evidently making a confiderable progrefs among us. There are few 
of the Britijh youth who do not in fome degree apply themfelves to Painting or 
Drawing; and feveral with much fuccefs. Among thefe, be it permitted us to 
mention His Royal Highness the Prince of Wales. 

Nor have Lord Duncannon. Sir Abraham Hume , Sir George Beaumont , 
the Hon. Mr. Clifford, and many other Englifh gentlemen, done inconfiderable 
honor to the pencil; while their praCtice in making them adepts, hath alfo made 
them more excellent judges of uv art, and hath helped fome of them to form 
cabinets which do them infinite honor.

Yet our own fex muft not claim to themfelves thefe ornaments of 
their Ibifure, and thefe elegant amufements. Drawing and Painting are now 
equally a recreation for the Fair. The Queen and the PrinceJJes have taken delight 
in thefe.. Her MajeJlywYio diftinguifhes herfelf in the elegant amufements no 
lefs than in the parental cares, has given a new luftre to the art, by an example 
unknown at any other period in this country ; while fhe not only devotes to it 
whole hours with an affiduity peculiar to herfelf, but inculcates the fame tafte 
into their Royal Highneffes , and embellifhes their minds with thofe ornaments 
which have fo eminently diftinguifhed her own. 

After fuch illuftfiou-s examples, can we wonder that the Marchionefs 
of Buckingham , the Counters Stanhope and Spencer , Lady .Dajhwood^ Lady Elliot , 
Lady Diana Beauclerc , Lady Safan Bathurjl , Lady Catherine Powlet Lady Elizabeth 
Torke , Lady Margaret Fordyce , Lady Gordon , the Hon, Mrs. Damer , Mrs. Wal - 
Jingham , Mrs. IVeddel , the Hon. Mifs North’s, the Hon. Mifs Egerton , the Hon. 
Mifs. C, Grimftbn , Mifs Blacky the Mifs Smith’s, .Mifs Boyle , and many other 
ladies, fhould deferve every honor that can be given them for thofe honors which 
their own hands have given to the pencil. 

Whatever then may be advanced by the ignorant or the envious, it * 
is evident that the arts are making the moft rapid progrefs under the aufpices of 
thefe illuftrious patronages, and the improvements contributed by the many 
eminent matters of whom this country is now in pofleffion... 

It mutt be confefled indeed, and lamented that foreigners have, , 
within thefe few years, deprived the nation of Lome of its moft valuable col- 
le&ions of pictures; particularly that of Lord Oxford, that which was firft formed 
by Mr'. Vdney, and the greatcft part of Sir Gregory Page’s ; but many fine pro¬ 
ductions have alfo, within thefe few years, been added to the country*; and there 
are ftill many chef d’oeuvres remaining in private cabinets, each of which is a 
fuperb treafure. 

Need we mention the Claude’s, fo well known for their excellence^ . 
in the pofleffion of the Earls of Egremont and Radnor ; the Rubens’s , almoft in¬ 
valuable, at Blenheim ; as'Well as the Vandyke, at Wilton Houft y another exquifite 
Rubens , in the hands of Lord Courtney; the Carnaro family, at' Northumberland 
Houfe ; the two Pbujfms, .of Mr, Dslme y the Belifarius , of Lord Townfend ; the

Idndfcape o ? Salvator Rofay in the pofieflion of Mr. Knight ; the Theodofius , by 
Vandyck , fo juftly cherifhed by Mr. Elwyn\ and the Titian, now fo fortunately 
refcued from oblivion by the difcerning eye of Mr. IVeJl, and referved to grace 
the cabinet of a mafter, who from his own excellencies has fliewn himfeif en¬ 
titled .to fo excellent an original. 

Beyond doubt England may yet boaft of immetife riches in pictures, 
not the lefs rare in quality though lefs confiderahlc in number, than are to be 
met with in collections on the continent. And England may reafonabiy nope 
for a greater increafe of thefe treafures, while a country where property is more 
equally diffufed, great numbers of private perfons are forming cabinets of value. 
In this refpeCt Lord Mountjluart , Lord Beauchamp , Lord Palmcrjhn> and Sir 
Francis Bajfet , have fet an honourable example to the nation ; while they are 
entitled to its beft encomium for the excellent judgment they have difcovered. 
Hut we muft' not forget to mention that Mr. Locke , who has enriched England 
with fome valuable Pictures and fine Statues, has greatly contributed to the ge¬ 
neral emulation by his good tafte, as well as Mr. PValpoley Mr. Cumberland , and 
the Rev. Mr. Potty have done by their ingenious writings on that art. 

In point of advantage indeed, it mud be pronounced that a prudent 
and judicious collector cannot more ufefully amufe himfeif, for the more univer- 
fal the knowledge of the art becomes, the more will fine pictures be enhanced ia 
their value. 


In the prefent collection, Mr. Dcfenfans would wifh it to be con* 
fidered, that he has not always relied folely on his own judgement, but has con- 
fuited as much as poflible the opinion of the beft artifts. A good artift though he 
may not always have the experience of a connoifleur, and therefore may poflibly 
be form 1 imes deceived refpeCting a mafter, yet never can be deceived refpeCting 
?; .icritand purity of a piCture. To fuppofe that an eminent artift is not a judge 
©i a piCture in this latter refpeCt, is to deny that Pope and Voltaire were judges of a 
poem, or Handel and Burney, judges of mufic. If the Connoifleur has any 
advantage over the Artift, without experience, it is in this, that he knows the 
mafter by the touch, as any of us know the hand writing of our particular friends<> . 

n But the queftion is, who is the Connoifleur? for great numbers 

will pafs for fuch, who have not the IeaftSuperficial knowledge of a piCture. 
And as ti.efe feldom poffefs lefs confidence than thofe who have more real fkill, 
they will fometimes, to fhew their importance, turn their backs on a work which 
feafts the judged eye, and beftow the moft extravagant encomiums on the mere 
daubings of the canvase . 
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How many then are the di fad vantages to which a valuable-piflure is 
expofed at a public fale ? it muff ftrugglewith envy, malice and ignorance—with 
the dealer whole intereff often leads him to depreciate what is not his own— with 
the parfimonious colledlor, who, while he wifhes ardently to poflefs a pi&ure, 
runs it down, with the view of buying it at a cheaper rate—and laftly, with the 
mere bunglers jn the art, who, being incapable of merit in thcmfelves, will fuffer 
none ifc any other pencil than their own* 

If the art were not better protefted by a different fpirit in other 
characters, hard indeed would be its lot! But, where there is true wifdom and 
judgement, there is always candour in proportion. 

Hear 'Baton, 'Hendons '*, Wilton, Bants, or Nollekens fpeak of the Mar¬ 
bles cut by the chiflej-o IRoubilliac, now the chief ornaments of JVeJlminfter Abbey * 
it is with every eulogium due to their ingenious predeceflor. 

Open a portfolio of meritorious Drawings to the Sandlys , and they 
will never'flint the praife to which merit is intitled. 

Should Alia wet himfelf, or Bartolozzi , Green and Sharp caff their eyes 
on the prints of Alexander's Battles by Audran , or on one of thofe fine landfcapes 
engraved by Woolett\ ; the Engraver or the Painter could not feel more confcious 
applaufe in their own hearts than the perfedi candour of thefe artiffs fhall beffow. 

Shew Vernet or Serves a Sea Piece by Vanderveldt , and will they hefitue 
to mark and expatiate on its excellence? Bring Meyer and Cofway to the Mi- 
matures pf Cooper and Petitot—Greuze to a Converfation orVillage Feaff of Teniers — 
Copley to the Force of Carravagio and the Perfpicuity of Pcuffin—Rigaud to the Ath¬ 
letic Charafters of Hannibal Carracci —the Rev. Mr. Peters to the Angelic Groups of 
Parmigiano , or the flowing Tints of Barrcchio —Mrs. Cofway to the Defigns of M. 
Angelo—Angelica Kauffman to the Grecian Treafures of Herculaneum—Louthcrbourg

I. /”!“"'HE Purchafers will be obliged to let their Pictures remain 

JL hung up in the Rooms, late the Royal Academy , in Pall 
Mall, in their prefent Rate, during the time of view, which 
will continue till feme time in May, 1786. 

II. The Committee appointed for conducting the fale will give 
notice Three Days previous to the removal of the Pictures, 
which muft be at the'expence of the Purchafer. 

III. Though care has been taken that this Collection fhould 
confift of none but pure and original Pictures, the Committee 
neither can nor will warrant them fuch. They have the 
candour to own that fome Pictures may have been put in 
the Catalogue under the names of Matters of which probably 
they are not, as judging from the Stile of fuch Matter, and 
not knowing to a certainty under what other name to place 
them. The Purchafer muft therefore leave his own judge- ' 
ment to decide, or that of whomfoever he may choofe t# 
confult.

IV. If the Mealure of each Picture fpecified" In the Catalogue 
fhould not be exa£t, the Purchafer muft fubmit to the chance. 

V. The -Buyer to depofit Twenty-five per Cent on the price of the 
purchafe, which the Committee will give a receipt for, affur- 
i;;g them of the pofieffion in the courfe of the month of May. 

VI. This condition of Twenty-five per Cent, as earned; money, 
extends only to Pictures of One Hundred Pounds value or 
above. For Pi&ures under that fum and above Twenty, the 
Purchafer to pay the Third Part as earned: money ; and for 
Pidiures of Twenty Pounds value and under, half of the pur- 
chafe money to be laid down. 

VH. The Purchafer will receive as fpecified, Three Days notice or 
perhaps more, of the time allotted for the delivery of the 
Pictures, which will be continued Three fuccefiive Days, and 
if during thefe Three lad: Days, he fends not for what he has 
bought and does not corn-pleat his payments, he will lofe his 
right to the purchafe and the earned; money. 

VIII. To make the Payments eafy to thofe perfons who may 
prefer it, the Committee will give Three Months credit from 
the day the Pictures are delivered, on their Bills, bearing 
Intered: of Five per Cent, and accepted by a Banker or 
Merchant of credit refident in London, who muft be known 
or approved of by the Committee, and in that cafe the Pur¬ 
chafer mud: make application the firft of the Three Days.
